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City Council approves Belleville Lake Fest for June

A different kind of festival will take place 
next June. Instead of the usual Strawberry 
Festival, a Belleville Lake Fest will be held 
June 25-27. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, via Zoom, the 
council voted unanimously to hold the fes- 
tival and establish a committee to be made 
up of volunteers appointed by the city 
council. 

Council members Kelly Bates and Ken 
Voigt represented the city on a committee 
that met twice on the festival issue. Coun- 
cilwoman Bates said they talked about 
what residents would want moving for- 
ward. There was no Strawberry Festival 
this year because of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

She said they agreed there would be 
homemade items for sale and no commer-

tee, said he recalled when the city held 
Venetian Fests with night boat parades. He 
suggested they tie the festival in with the 
Taste of Belleville because entertainment 
is needed for that. 

Bates said they wanted it out of Father’s 
Day and outside of the Fourth of July. 

“Is the director of the Strawberry Festi- 
val informed of this?” Councilman Fielder 
asked. 

Bates said Strawberry Festival people 
haven’t come to either of the meetings, 
which were publicized. They haven’t come 
to the council with a request for a special 
event, she said. 

Fielder said the way it’s been is they 
would come to the council after the first of 
the year. He said that would be a logical 
group to inform. 

“The thought is to have a whole new fes- 
tival,” Bates said. 

Councilman Voigt asked if the Strawber- 
ry Festival had a meeting and Fielder said 
there is one planned for the middle of this 
month. 

“It’s appropriate to reach out to them and 
inform them of this,” Marcotte said. “It’s 
up to the Strawberry Festival to fill out an 
application for a city council meeting for 
that purpose.” 

Fielder said he appreciates all the work 
the committee has done. 

Bates said the steering committee in- 
cluded Therese Antonelli and Diedre Ri- 
vera-Creal from Moving the Mitten, Steve 
Jones, Scott Jones, Alysha Albrecht, and 
Police Chief Dave Robinson. 

Fielder commented that they were all 
chamber members. 

He said the Central Business Community 
does many events for Belleville and half of 
its money is raised at the Strawberry Festi- 
val. The CBC should be included, he said. 

Bates said they had a call out for about 
two months and anyone interested can 
reach out. 

“We’re in the first stages,” said Voigt. 
“We want to reach out to everyone. The 
CBC is at the top of the list.” 

Bates said she hopes everyone local will 
take part. 

“Reach out to the CBC to make sure they 
are included as well, among other groups,” 
Marcotte said. 

“So many people have not be able to raise 
funds,” Bates said. 

At the end of the meeting, Bates said she 
was excited to see what is happening to 
the festival and Voigt noted it is good to 
be looking at a new, reinvigorated festival. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-eight-minute meeting, the council: 

e Approved the SMART Cares Act fund- 
ing agreement for $3,090. This is a supple- 
mental grant to provide safe transportation 
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for seniors and disabled residents, said 
City Manager Tracey Schultz Kobylarz; 

e Approved the SMART Municipal Credit 
and Community Credit Contract of $3,914 
for 2021 used with other funding to pro- 
vide transportation; 

e Approved what was called the Doane’s 
Landing “Cadillac” bid from Davenport 
Brothers for $62,303 that would include 
color block, stone face on one side and 
stone piers to match the streetscape, which 
was also done by Davenport. The city got 
a grant of $250,000 from the state for Do- 
ane’s Landing’s seawall repair, but the 
retaining wall and sidewalks are needed. 
The city set aside $65,000 extra, but that 
was spent by Sept. 28, and this expenditure 
will be extra. Davenport’s basic bid for the 
work was $51,903, but the council wanted 
the more visually appealing option; 

e Heard City Manager Kobylarz say the 
last 72 hours had been a little chaotic for 
governments in Michigan after the Su- 
preme Court said the governor’s orders 
ended. Although the city cannot require 
face masks, it strongly prefers people wear 
masks when coming into city hall. She said 
city hall hours are 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. but 
is only open to customers from 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m., so there is time to disinfect, an- 
swer phone calls and messages. She said 
because of Supreme Court ruling the city 
no longer can have meetings by teleconfer- 
ence, but since the council chambers can- 
not hold several people for a meeting, they 
will continue to meet via Zoom, “until you 
tell me otherwise”; 

e Heard Kobylarz say, “I am not canceling 
trick or treating. I am not the Wicked Witch 
of the West. The CBC is recommending 
you not trick or treat on Main Street. This 
doesn’t mean you don’t go trick or treating 
with neighbors”; and 

e Heard Fire Chief Brian Loranger an- 
nounce he got a couple more grants, in- 
cluding $15,000-$20,000 from the state 
for propane fire training equipment and a 
regional grant through Dearborn Heights 
for AEDs. He said he is going to pursue a 
grant for a fire engine.

Be careful in 
trimming trees, 
climbing on ladders 


On Sunday, a doctor in St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital’s emergency room said since the 
COVID-19 virus hit, there have been many, 
many people coming into the ER after hav- 
ing fallen from tree trimming projects and 
from ladders up against their houses for 
eaves-cleaning and the like. 

On Saturday afternoon and evening and 
Sunday morning, St. Joe’s ER was jump- 
ing. One man fell 20 feet from a deer stand 
he was using. Others came with police 
escorts, one with an apparent stroke and 
another in full cardiac arrest with a per- 
son continuing chest compressions as they 
rolled him down the hallway. 

Many were able to go home after treat- 
ment and proving they could walk on their 
own. These were very happy people. 

On Sunday, the St. Joe parking lot was 
crammed with vehicles, as family mem- 
bers tended to their loved ones in the hos- 
pital beds. When you enter the hospital as a 
visitor you have to have your picture taken 
by a device that measures your tempera- 
ture. Then you can get a sticker to show 
you were tested for COVID symptoms and 
are allowed to enter. 

We can report all these details to you be- 
cause we spent the week end at St. Joe’s 
tending to a loved one. Things are so dif- 
ferent now at the hospital, with masks 
everywhere and everything six feet apart. 
Nobody wants to get any sicker than they 
already are. It is what it is and we’re in it.

We are upside-down at the Independent 
because of what happened over the week 
end. My son, Jim, who does all the layout 
work on the paper, puts the ads together 
and the pictures, as well as performs as 
bookkeeper — fell six feet off a tree ladder 
onto a concrete drive.

Meanwhile, 
we had a newspaper to get out and legal 
notices to publish and obituaries to post 
and other important stories. 

We were able to get the help of Jerry Lea- 
sure of Romulus, who has helped us before 
and actually helped set up the system we 
have now. What a blessing this is to get 
his help. He’s working elsewhere, but he 
helped us after his work and we were able 
to get the paper out. Whew. 

My other son, Bill, and I were gone on 
an errand Saturday morning, when Jim de- 
cided to surprise us by trimming the osage 
orange trees hanging over the drive. The 
wood is very dense and takes a chain saw 
to cut. The tree fought back, throwing Jim 
to the ground. He was able to toss the saw 
to the side, so he didn’t get cut up. 

With adrenalin in play, Jim got up and 
couldn’t find his glasses, so he walked 
his way to the house in half steps to get 
his spare pair. He went upstairs where the 
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glasses were. We live in a 183-year-old 
farmhouse with very steep stairs. 

Anyway, Bill and I got home. Jim was 
standing in a doorway upstairs and by now 
he couldn’t walk and called for a chair 
to sit in. I brought a chair. Then I called 
911 and within a very few minutes, HVA 
and Van Buren Township Fire Department 
were there. They were so professional and 
caring. They carried him down the steep 
stairs in one of those really neat fold-up 
chairs and took him to St. Joe, although the 
I-94 repairs made the route very convolut- 
ed. We appreciate how fast they got there 
and the care they gave us. Jim is looking 
forward to getting home soon. No surgeries 


are planned, which is a great blessing.

Yankee Air Museum offers helicopter rides Oct. 14, 24 


In its first season ever, Yankee Air Mu- 
seum’s Vietnam-era Huey helicopter, 
“Greyhound,” has been flying Air Adven- 
ture rides from Willow Run Airport and the 
Museum since early August. 

Now, the venerable workhorse of the air 
in Vietnam is closing out the flying season 
with only two more dates. The Huey will 
fly on Wednesday, Oct. 14, as well as Sat- 
urday, Oct. 24. 

The Greyhound once flew in Vietnam as 
part of the 240th Assault Helicopter Com- 
pany. When the 240th AHC formed, the 
members had to select their unit symbol 
and call sign for identification. They de- 
cided on “Greyhounds” because of their 
speed and dependability, just like the bus 
company, Greyhound Lines, Inc. 


During the War, the company supplied 
the 240th AHC with the famed running dog 
logo decals for the airships. The 240th Air 
Assault Helicopter Company even adopted 
a similar slogan, “Go Greyhound — and 
Leave the Flying to Us.” 

Air Adventure rides on the UH-1 Huey 
Greyhound flights take off every 15 min- 
utes beginning at 4 p.m. on Oct. 14 from 
Yankee Air Museum. On Saturday, Oct. 
24, flights begin at 10 a.m. from Hangar 1. 
An Air Adventure ride is a 10-minute expe- 
rience and costs $99.

At its regular meeting by Zoom on Sept. 
22, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority approved spend- 
ing up to $12,000 on trash receptacles and 
picnic tables but balked at buying concrete 
lawn games. 

Assistant DDA Director Lisa Lothringer 
presented a $17,000 proposal to use the 
remaining 2018 bond proceeds from the 
pedestrian bridge for the trash receptacles 
and picnic tables and further asked for two 
sets of corn hole and one set of ladder golf 
with extra sets of bean bags and string golf 
balls for Harris Park. 

She said bond counsel has confirmed 
that the suggested site furnishings on the 
proposals are appropriate and allowable 
purchases under the guidelines of the 2018 
bond. 

Lothringer said the Placemaking project 
(Harris Park) and the DDA’s commitment 
to improved pedestrian safety within the 
DDA district were an integral part of why 
the DDA was awarded a TAP grant. 

“Therefore, it is fitting that a portion 
of the remaining bond proceeds be used 
to purchase and place trash receptacles 
at both ends of the pedestrian bridge and 
additional amenities at Harris Park,” she 
wrote in a request to the commission. 

She said staff is proposing the items be 
purchased through Penchura, the site ven- 
dor used on the Quirk Park Splash Pad and 
Park Improvement project. 

Two trash receptacles will be secured to 
each end of the bridge with cable locks. An 
additional trash receptacle and three more 
picnic tables will be added to Harris Park. 

Lothringer said the concrete lawn games 


have been wildly popular in other com- 
munities and they could be placed in the 
spring. 

“Cornhole and ladder golf, Pm not 
for those,” said DDA chairman Craig 
Atchinson. 

“I’m not for those,” agreed vice chair- 
person Carol Bird. “When I look out at the 
park, I’m not sure you want to go in that 
direction.” Bird’s real estate office is just 
west of the park. 

Lothringer said the other items were not 
to exceed $12,000 without the concrete 
lawn games. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara agreed 
that the park was more for millennials and 
adults. 

DDA member Helen Foster also agreed 
and made the motion to approve purchases 
not to exceed $12,000. The motion was 
seconded by DDA member Joyce Rochow- 
iak and approved unanimously. 

In other business at the 42-minute meet- 
ing, the DDA: 

e Approved purchases not to exceed 
$10,000 for holiday decorations for Har- 
ris Park and the triangle at Belleville and 
Quirk roads. Several options were con- 
sidered and DDA Executive Director Su- 
san Ireland was directed to maximize that 
amount for what is needed; 

e Heard Chairman Atchinson say Ford 
Motor Co. gave him 4,000 face masks, 
along with 11,000 for the schools. He said 
if anyone needs masks to let him know; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara say he 
would like to see the DDA office at Harris 
Park be used for little art shows. He said 
they could have Reg Ion’s photos and other 
artists. They could work with the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts on this. They 
could have a weekend with Reggie and

have cocktails — or not. Atchinson said in 
February the DDA started in that direction 
and then COVID arrived. “We’re coming 
up with a vision,’ McNamara said. “We’ve 
got six months before we let it happen” 
because of COVID. Lothringer said they 
were discussing workshops and a busi- 
ness incubator, but “can’t do it right now.” 
Atchinson agreed, “It’s a tough time right 
now”; 

e DDA member Mark Laginess suggest- 
ed the DDA look at some other technol- 
ogy, more reliable than Zoom, since many 
members had problems getting into that 
day’s meeting. Lothringer, who is the host, 
said she will look at other ways. McNa- 
mara said, “I always have trouble getting 
in on this Zoom ... I have a problem every

time to this Zoom ... It’s not you!” Lagi- 
ness said he had a question on the first item 
on the agenda. He asked what the $3,000 
listed was for and Lothringer said it is a 
six-sided kiosk. (This item was not men- 
tioned in the information furnished to the 
Independent); 

e Heard Director of Public Service Mat- 
thew Best say that the police department 
can always use masks and Atchinson said 
he would drop some off; 

e Learned from Director Ireland’s memo 
to the DDA that the Aerotropolis board 
approved a resolution of intent and called 
for a public hearing on the amendment to 
the LDFA District.

Zoom Court Watching 
Co-defendants in VBT 


shooting set to come 
back to court on Oct. 7

An emergency bond hearing was held 
Sept. 23 for Torrey Rashadd Jeffries, 22, 
of Ypsilanti, before Judge Oakley. Defense 
attorney Beth Morrow asked the judge to 
reduce Jeffries’ bond from $100,000/10% 
to $50,000/10% so his family could afford 
to get him out of jail in order to get him the 
medication that has worked for him. 

Pretrial services recommended a GPS 
tether and no contact with the victim. 

Morrow asked that her client be released 
to his grandfather’s home near Lansing, 
where he has lived before. She presented 
an affidavit signed by the grandfather say- 
ing his grandson would get care and con- 
sistent medication. 

Morrow said in the jail they have certain 
medications, but they are not the ones that 
have worked for him and he is reportedly 
groggy and confused. She said he had been 
living with his mother in Ypsilanti and go- 
ing to the University of Michigan for treat- 
ment. 

Prosecutor Lori Mirelis-Smith said the 
charges are serious and the co-defendant is 
his brother. 

Judge Oakley reduced the bond to 
$50,000/10%, ordered that he live with his 
grandfather, have no firearms, and wear a 
GPS tether so they know where he is. 

He is charged with assault with intent 
to murder, assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder, assault with 
a dangerous weapon (felonious assault),

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and three counts of felony firearm on July 
29 in Van Buren Township. 

His Sept. 9 probable cause conference 
had been adjourned until Sept. 30, which 
he attended in a shirt and tie by Zoom af- 
ter being released. Then the probable cause 
conference was adjourned again for dis- 
covery issues until Oct. 7. 

Tyrell Deandre Hooks 

The probable cause conference on Sept. 
30 before 34th District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green included Jeffries’ co-defen- 
dant Tyrell Deandre Hooks, 27, of Canton, 
who attended by Zoom from the Wayne 
County Jail. 

He also is charged with the same six 
felony counts dated July 29 in Van Buren 
Township. 

Jeffries was released, but Hooks was still 
in jail. Originally, they were both being held 
on bond of $500,000 cash or surety. Hooks’ 
bond had been reduced to $100,000/10%, 
as requested by his retained attorney Ellen 
Michaels. 

At the Sept. 30 hearing, Michaels filed 
a motion to again reduce the bond to 
$50,000/10%. She said this court had re- 
duced the codefendant’s bond and Hooks 
has a lease agreement on an apartment 
in Canton and wouldn’t be in Van Buren 
Township where the alleged victims are. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Lori 
Mireles-Smith said it was Judge Oakley 
that reduced Jeffries’ bond and Jeffries is 
living with his grandfather in Lansing un- 
der tight surveillance. 

“Several shots were fired and I’m not in 
favor of releasing him to his home,” Pros- 
ecutor Smith said, referring to Hooks. 

Judge Green asked Smith how she felt 
about a reduction to $50,000/10% and he 
being locked down to his apartment. Smith 
that that would be extremely generous and 
Canton is too close to VBT. 

“I’ve leave the bond as it is and refer 
it to pretrial services,” Judge Green said, 
adding she knows everyone got discovery. 

“These are only allegations,” Michaels 
said, adding there is a shooting involved, 
but no injuries. 

“That’s why I’m sending it to pretrial 
services,’ Judge Green replied. “They 
have a better handle on it than I do.” She 
adjourned the probable cause conference 
for the co-defendants for one week, until 
11 a.m., Oct. 7. She said pretrial services 
is working pretty quickly. She also said the 
conference will be before Judge Oakley 
and, “Maybe you’ll have better luck” in 
getting the bond reduced for Hooks. 
Johnnie Lee Goodman 

Johnnie Lee Goodman, 29, formerly of 
a group home in Van Buren Township and 
now of Troy, had two files at 34th District 
Court, with one in Van Buren Township 
for criminal sexual conduct in the fourth 
degree on July 10. That was scheduled for 
a probable cause conference on Sept. 23 
with Nancy Richards from Neighborhood 
Defender Service as defense attorney. 

There was another case on March 23, also 
in Van Buren Township. He was charged 
with assault/resisting/obstructing a police 
officer and domestic violence, with per-

sonal bond of $5,000. Richards is also at- 
torney on this case. 

Judge Oakley adjourned both cases to 
Oct. 7 for probable cause conferences so 
they could be tracked together. 

There were two prosecutors on the two 
cases and the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office was going to review this and try to 
have just one prosecutor for Goodman’s 
cases.

Smith will attempt to get the discovery to 
her. 

Logwood is charged with breaking and 
entering (entry without breaking with 
intent), larceny in a building, and steal- 
ing/retaining without consent a financial 
transaction device on Aug. 5 in Van Buren 
Township.

less than murder and domestic violence on 
Sept. 11 in Van Buren Township. 

His appointed attorney, Robert Burton- 
Harris of Neighborhood Defense Service, 
addressed Green’s bond, which had been 
set at $5,000 cash/surety or 10% cash and 
he must not have any contact with the com- 
plainant.

VBT Police Sgt. Marc Abdilla was the 
only witness called by Prosecutor Smith. 
He testified that at about 11:30 p.m., he 
went on a call where Johnson was accused 
of assaulting her grandmother. He said the 
grandmother was outside in a vehicle when 
he arrived and gave them permission to en- 
ter the home. When he and two other offi- 
cers entered the home, Johnson was walk- 
ing toward them in the hallway with just 
her panties on. 

When they took her into custody she was 
fighting, kicking, screaming and it took all 
three officers to get her into handcuffs and 
clothed so she could be transported. She 
was carried to the patrol car, Sgt. Abdilla 
said. 

“We’ve had numerous contacts with 
her...” Abdilla said and defense attorney 
Timothy Wrather objected. 

He said he felt she was under the influ- 
ence of some drug. Her mother told them 
she may have taken too much of a prescrip- 
tion she had. Abdilla said he is an EMT and 
he did not feel it necessary to take her to a 
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Van Buren Twp, MI 
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hospital. 

In the second preliminary exam, Johnson 
faced charges of possession of a controlled 
substance (narcotic or cocaine) less than 25 
grams and driving while license suspended 
in Van Buren Township on Feb. 18.

He saw equipment for smoking narcotics 
on the center console and a “Chars” prod- 
uct. She had no license on her. He said he 
requested backup. The passenger in the 
back seat had a warrant and her mother in 
the right front seat had a warrant. 

Johnson had a suspended license and 
multiple warrants, Officer Griggs said. He 
said Officer Short patted her down and she 
had a pipe in her waistband. There was a 
bulge in her crotch area, so they got a Can- 
ton female officer to search her at the sta- 
tion. The Canton officer removed a ciga- 
rette box packet in her underwear, Officer 
Griggs said. It contained folded up papers 
and crack cocaine was suspected. 

Det. Mike Long testified he took the 
property to the Michigan State Police Lab.

To the editor: 


To begin I'd like to apologize for not in- 


forming you of the lake law enforcement 
meeting I planned back on 8/25. I have 
seen your articles about the meeting and 
the recent uptick in police patrols as well 
as the editorial from the gentleman two 
weeks ago. I am reaching out to you to 
clarify what has been happening. This can 
be for your information only or printed in 
full or in part. 


I wanted to give you the story behind the 
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of reckless boating this year, especially 
from Jet-skis. The Lake Community Face- 
book page was getting many complaints 
each week about very dangerous activities 
including people speeding under the bridg- 
es and across the sandbar where people are 
standing in the water. There are videos and 
pictures of jet skis way too close to boats 
pulling wakeboarders and I personally wit- 
nessed a man seriously injured when he 
crashed into a boat hoist on a jet ski at high 
speed. There have been collisions and near 
misses almost daily. We have jet skis on the 
water illegally well past dark and, when 
confronted, the offending boaters become 
hostile and have given the one finger salute 
while intentionally spraying boats with 
water. Of course, we always get our share 
of this type of activity but 2019 and 2020 
has seen it dramatically increase as large

common dangerous activities that we have 
been seeing and asked them to help with 
more patrols and enforcement. Our fear 
is someone is going to get killed and they 
were very willing to help. 

I made the point that we ARE NOT look- 
ing to turn the lake into a police state and 
make the lake a “no fun” zone. We just

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agreed to an action plan for the concerns: 

1. The DNR and WC officers said this 
is not a situation unique to our lake. Many 
people took their newfound stimulus 
wealth and bought jet skis. They see the 
same issues on the Detroit River and Erie. 
They crack down on enforcement and the 
riders move from Erie to the river and then 
to Belleville Lake. They are very aware of 
our situation and are definitely willing to 
increase and stagger patrol times here. 

2.The DNR was out recently and concen- 
trated on the bridges for hours. They wrote 
citations and escorted people off the lake 
that did not have a Boater Safety Certifi- 
cate. The other agencies will also focus on 
this more. 

3. The ordinance for no fishing/mooring 
under the bridge is a township one. It is not 
enforceable by the DNR or WC. They will 
inform the boaters but VBT is the sole en- 
forcer of this. The DNR said they have no 
problem asking them to pull out of there 
for a safety check. VBT will continue to 
enforce 

4. Jet skis and boats too close to shore- 
lines and other boats is acommon problem, 
especially since our lake is so narrow. They 
focus on those recklessly jumping wakes 
behind boats and those that are too close to 
shore when traffic isn’t heavy. 

5. VBT will stagger patrol times to have 
some time on the lake after dark. DNR and 
VBT will park at the launches more often 
and look for jet ski trailers. They will be 
there to “welcome” the late-night riders as 
much as possible. 

6. Lake direction is viewed as an edu- 
cation issue. The Sheriff’s idea is to pro- 
vide pamphlets to the launch workers with 
a bullet list of rules for each launching 
boater. WC and VBT will invest in better 
signage for the launches and bridges. 

7. We have become aware that the house 
that was renting jet skis has moved their 
operations to the launches. This will be 
monitored and shut down when it occurs 
next year. The officers have no problem 
impounding these rental jet skis 

The following weekend we saw two 
Sheriff boats, a DNR boat and two DNR 
officers on jet skis on the water. The VBT 
patrol was in the shop for repairs at the 
time but has since resumed patrols and we 
see them out there much more often. The 
increased police presence continued past 
Labor Day and we still see the occasional 
patrols when the weather is warm. We all 
hope this increased enforcement will have 
an immediate impact on the dangerous ac- 
tivity and will send the message to out-of- 
towners that Belleville Lake has rules and 
they will be enforced. We also hope that 
this large police presence will not be re- 
quired for the entire 2021 boating season 
and things will return to normal. 

On behalf of the Belleville Lake boat- 
ing community, I would like to personally 
thank the residents, officers and VBT offi- 
cials who attended the meeting and agreed 
to take a team approach to help with the 
situation. The increased patrols by our fine 
men and women in law enforcement has 
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had an immediate impact on the danger- 
ous incidents and we cannot thank them 
enough! 

Other topics discussed: 

1. Supervisor McNamara said he would 
approve OT for VBT Marine patrols until 
we feel the situation has improved. 

2. They cannot close the DNR launches 
at 10 p.m. The decision to leave them open 
statewide comes from the Parks Dept. and 
they feel that people should be able to use 
the park seating and natural areas even 
without a boat. If you have a recreation 
sticker, they are for all to use at any time. 

3. We will meet again with everyone in 
the spring to discuss results of the enforce- 
ment efforts and talk about a plan for 2021. 
It is our thought that we should not need as 
much DNR and WC presence once every- 
one gets the idea that this is not the Wild 
West. 

4. Boat U.S. will have a boat on land 
next year near the lake and will be provid- 
ing towing services. Law Enforcement will 
not tow boats due to liability and possible 
damage to the sonar scanning systems on 
the rear of their boats. 

What can we do? 

1. As we have already discovered, the in- 
creased patrols will not just impact out-of- 
towners. VBT has stated that the officers 
will be switching from an “educational” 
stance to a more “enforcement” posture. 
We all need to watch our own P’s & Q’s. 
Now is a great time to make sure our safe- 
ty equipment is correct, lights are work- 
ing and that we are aware of the laws and 
obeying them ourselves 

2. Educate our children and guests about 
the laws on the lake. Make sure riders and 
boaters have the Boater’s Safety Certifi- 
cate on their person if they need one. The 
Sherriff has agreed to do another class next 
spring for those needing it. 

3. Become familiar with the drinking 
laws for boaters (.08 BAC just like a ve- 
hicle). It’s best to have a DD. 

4. Slow down. The speed limit on 
Belleville Lake is 40 m.p.h. 

5. Take pictures and video! Do not en- 
gage anyone personally on the lake. If you 
see seriously dangerous activity or are con- 
fronted by another boater, take video and 
get the MC numbers. Send it to Sgt. Stan- 
ton at jstanton@vanburen-mi.org. This has 
already resulted in some citations being 
written. They appreciate us being the eyes 
and ears. Here’s the info they would like: 

e Date and time of incident 

e Where on the lake did it happen? (ad- 
dress, landmark, or general area) 

e Synopsis of the incident. What hap- 
pened? 

e Description of the offender & vessel 
(physical description of the operator, MC 
it) 

e Supporting information (photos, videos, 
etc.) 

e Reporting persons information (name, 
address, telephone number) 

If you see a life-threatening situation or 
severely dangerous behavior, call VBT dis- 
patch at (734) 699-8930. If the officer is on 


the lake, he will be sent to your location

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City DDA to lay empty conduits on 4th St. until it gets electric lines

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority is using the redesign of Fourth 
Street in front of the new library as its 
Placemaking Project. 

At the 28-minute Zoom meeting of the 
Belleville DDA on Sept. 16, the attempts 
to get electrical service adjacent to the 
planned tree grates at the Placemaking 
Project was reported. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
she asked for a 220 line to the project and 
met with DTE and adjacent property own- 
ers. DTE said it would run conduits which 
will allow the DDA to run lines in the fu- 
ture. 

“The library said no to using their line,” 
Thompson said. 

“We will lay the conduit now so we can 
lay lines in the future,” Thompson said. 

She said she and Spicer Group have been 
working with library contractors and that 
they will be ready for Fourth Street in a 
few weeks. 


Gonczy contract 

The DDA approved low-bidder Gonzy’s 
Property Maintenance of Sumpter Town- 
ship to again get the park grass mowing 
contract, this time for two years at the 2019 
quoted prices. There were six bidders. 

Estimated cost for 2020, if Gonczy’s 
mowed 22 weeks, was $8,910. 

Thompson said that at the May meeting 
there were negative comments [by Coun- 
cilwoman Kelly Bates] on Gonczy’s work 
in Village Park, next to Victoria Commons 
where Bates lives. The DDA in May did 
make the decision to renew Gonczy for the 
current year and pass on Bates’ complaints 
to Gonczy. 

At the Sept. 16 meeting, Councilwoman 
Bates said Gonczy has been taking care of 
weed-whipping and has vastly improved. 
She said she would like to have Gonczy 
edge the sidewalks, as well, because over- 
growth is four inches into the sidewalks. 
She asked the DDA to add that into his 
contract. 

DDA vice chairman Jason Mida, who 


was chairing the meeting in the absence 
of chairwoman Alicia McGovern, said that 
would be a cost difference and they’d have 
to come back with prices. 

DDA member Denise Baker asked if edg- 
ing is done once a year and Mida said he 
edges twice a month. 

Thompson said this was not in the bid 
specs. If the DDA wants to have them do 
it, they would have to have a contract, she 
said. 

DDA member Valerie Kelley-Bonner 
pointed out it was approaching the winter 
months. 

Mida said Gonczy had worked with- 
out a contract for the DDA. The DDA 
could revisit this with Gonczy in the fu- 
ture. Thompson said she would talk with 
Gonzcy about edging. 

At the end of the meeting Councilwoman 
Bates said that with COVID people are 
getting out and walking and if the side- 
walks are edged and not obstructed by 
overgrowth people won’t have to go out 
into the streets.
